Sufferings of the Ex-Speaker 


Come to an End.

Atlanta, Oct. 24.—Charles F. Crisp 


ei-speaker of the house of repre^euta- 
tives, died here in the afternoon. 


Spc-aker Crisp's detth was not alto- 


gether a surprise in political circles, a^ 
it had ben known for some months 
that he hau not loiig to live and neve; 
again could be an active figure in pub- 
lic- affairs. 


Tne speaker had several spells of ill- 


ness ia Washington. H:s ill 


•V-.

however, did not become a matter ol 
public notoriety until the past spring. 


Deceased was born at Sheffield, Eng- 


land, Jan. 29. 1S45. He represented the 
Third district of Georgia in the Forty- 
eighth, Forty-ninth, Fiftieth, 
Fifty- 


first, 
Fifty-second, Fifty-third 
and 


Fifty-fourth 
congresses, 
and 
was 


speaker of the house in the Fifty-sec- 
ond and Fifty-third. 


Mr. Crisp had been in intense pain 


all day. Every few minutes he would 
suffer, greatly. But no danger was 
feared at such an early moment. His 
wife, together with a sanitarium nurse. 
Miss Sharp, was watching at his bed- 
side. 


At 2 p. in. Mr. Crisp was seized with 


another attack and quite suddenly he 
passed into the calm of death. 
The 


watchers saw it and sent down stairs 
for Dr. Holmes. 
Judge Crisp's two 


daughters. Mrs. Fred Davenport and 
Miss Bertha Crisp, and his two sons, 
Mr. Charles F. Crisp, jr., and Mr. Fred 
Crisp, were at the Ballard House on 
Peachtree street. They were quickly 
summoned. When they entered the 
room Judge Crisp was stiii conscious. 
He gave them a !ook of recognition, 
breathed a few times and died. He 
could not speak. 


So quickly had the dread messenger 


come that the stricken family stood 
appalled in the death chamber. 


Mr. Crisp's death, while sudden, was 


not unexpected by the physicians who 
have been watching his health. He has 
been declining for several years. His 
last illness, however, was immediate- 
ly occasioned by an attack of malarial 
fever which he contracted at his home, 
Ampricvis, a few days a-go, but which 
itself yielded to treatment when he 
came to Atlanta. He was considered 
cornalescent and only Saturday had 
ridden out. But, when renewed health 
seemed within view, he was attacked 
by congestion 
of the lungs, which, 


added to the weakness of the lungs and 
heart, caused b'y two previous attacks 
of pleuro-pneumonia, resulted in his 
death.

bly the Indian takes it that clothes 
made here might not bo "correct" in 
style or "np to date" in the land over 
there, or that tho angel Indian has 
plenty of time to make his ow:s clothes, 
or plenty of gold to employ a tailor. 
New calico seetns to bo- the favorite 
goods to send. 


At the break of rlny the brush pile is 


set on fire, and englo. calico and all are 
consigned to the flames, th« gentle 
breeze fanning smoke, ashes ami fumes 
heavenward; the dance censes, the gath- 
ering disperses, and tho Indians return 
to their homes rejoicing.—Uscondido 
Times.

So groat is 
the nutriment contained in potatoes 
that they not only support life aa no 
other single vegetable is capable of do- 
ing, bus a potato diet is^knowu to pro 
duce men of large stature and great phys- 
ical powers, snch <is are characteristic 
of the Irish in mauy of the rural dis 
tricts, where meats, as food, are practi- 
cally unknown. 


An Irishman has pointed out the fact 


that "an exclusive potato diet consist* 
of buttermilk, salt, butter and potatoes, 
with a little whisky on the Kitlb." This, 
it will readily be seen, is capable of 
producing a fine ruco of men. 


At first, however, thn Irish people re- 


garded the potato with a good deal of 
suspicion. This may have come from 
the fpct that the potato was introduced 
into Ireland by Sir Walter Raleigh, who 
was then engaged in oppressing the 
people about Cork, so that they may not 
have unnaturally imagined the potato a 
device of £ son ingenuity intended o 
be introduced into their midst for their 
undoing. 


It was a long time before Sir Walter 


could get the Irish to oat potatoes. Ho 
had to eat a lot of them himself to con- 
vince the people that they were harm-

Another strange proceeding of this 


man was his introduction of tobacco, 
which ho brought at abont the snmo 
time from America to Ireland. Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh'lived at Xonghal, in a pret- 
ty house, which is still to bo seeu, and 
the very spot is pointed out where he 
planted the first potatoes. It ia in the 
garden of his honse at Youghal, and a 
few feet away is the place where Sir 
Walter WJHI smoking his first pipe of to- 
bacco under a tree when his servant 
threw a pail of water on him, thinking 
him to be ou fire. 


The Irish took to the potato jaoro 


readily fhan they did to tobacco. The 
former throve amazingly in the damp 
Irish climate, where tobauco would nev- 
er grow. 


At the same time the potato was hav- 


ing a hard time of it in its slow march 
of conquest on tho continent of Europe. 
It had to fipht its way inch by inch. 


First thn ,ope got his eye on it. The 


Catholic church opposed the potato, and 
for more thiui a century aud a half kept 
it out of France and Germany. 


English Puritans at the 8ajiw» time 


regarded tho potato .with horror be- 
cause it was not mentioned in tbe Bible. 
The peasantry in France were led to be- 
lieve that tho potato was tho causct of 
leprosy, and this .superstition was not 
overcome until Turgot persuaded Louis 
XVI aud the queen to wear potato blos- 
soms at a court bull. That was a great 
d»y for tbe potato, which for morn than 
l century and a half bad struggled 
Against ignoraneo. 


Scotland wns one of tho last of Euro- 


pean countries to welcome the potato, 
although 
I ho Scotch today arc among 


the greatest potato eaters ou earth. The 
earliest mention of tho potato in Scot- 
land is in 1701. when the Duchess of 
Bucclench \vas 1'uviiisherl with a peck, 
bought iu Edinburgh for &8. 6d. They 
were a great rarity. 


Tho next reference is 30 years later, 


when potatoes were used sis :i supper 
dish by tho Enrl of Egliutonn. It was 
not until 1740 that potatoes oama into 
the market, in Scotland. In that year 
one Graham planted a field at Kilsyth 
and first pent the produce to market, 


The corning potato exhibition is to bo 


held by the Irish Gardeners' association. 
It will bo opened in Dabliu iu Novem- 
ber.—New York Journal.
